An English traveller writes: 
‘ I can astare 
you that having lived in different castle* aud 
manor house* of Great Britain, and been ac­ 
customed to tile imlustrioiu habits of Duches­ 
ses and Counte**e*, I was utterly astonished 
at the idleness of American tine ladies. 
No 
Engl lab woman of rank (with the exception of 
ti few parvenue*i, from the Queen downward, 
would remain for one half-hour unemployed, 
or sit in a rocking chair unless seriously ill. 
They almost (with hardly an exception! copy 
the letters of business of their husbands, 
fathers or brothers; attend minutely to the 
want* cif the i>oor around them, and even take 
part in their amusements, and sympathize 
with their sorrows: visit aud superintend the 
schools; work in their own gardens; see to 
their own household concerns; think about 
visitors ; look over the weekly accounts, not 
only of domestic expenses, but often of tile 
farm and tho estate; manage penny clubs In 
conjunction with the working classes, to help 
them to keep themselves, and with all these 
occupations, by early hour*, they keep up 
their acquaintance with the literature and pol­ 
ities of the day, and cultivate the accomplish­ 
m ents of music and draw ing, and often ac­ 
quire, beside*, some knowledge of scientific 
pursuits. The late Marchioness of I.andsdownc 
was so well acquainted with cottagers lit her 
neighltorliood, that she used to visit and look 
at the corpses of the dead, Itecatwe she found 
that ber bo doing soothed and comforted the 
bereaved. 
I have known hor to shut herself 
up with a mad woman in her |>oor dwelling, 
w ho used lo lock her door and could not be in­ 
duced to admit any cue c l* . 
Lady Land* 
downe's only daughter used IOO guineas (given 
ber by her father-in-law, I.ord Suffolk, to buy 
ti bracelet) to bul d pig-aties, with his permis- 
ston, at ber husband’* little country residcrice. 
She educated ber own children without assist­ 
ance—teaching the boys Latin, and the girls 
all the usual branches of education.

Duchess of Bedford, I accidentally discovered, 
while on a visit to Woburn, had for 30 years 
of her married life, risen at C o’clock, summer 
and winter, lit ber own Ore, made some tea 
for the Duke and herself, aud then, a* he 
wrote his own letters of busine**, she copied 
them, and til. 
came do''n to a . ig ; part) of 
guests at IO o'clock to dispense breakfast, 
without saying of their matutinal*)' avocat1 us; 
so that you might have bosn a guest in Hie 
house without finding out that the Duke and 
Duchess had transacted tho necessary business 
of the day—'adore, jterhapa, you had risen.

ward, than write of women still among us; but 
you may believe me when I say that I am con­ 
stantly among those who live such lives of

PROFITABLE SHEEP III MANDRY.-—Wi> fre­ 
quently see iii Hie New York market, fat lambs 
only a few months old, which weigh sixty 
pounds; and which are sold for $12 to $1C, 
per head. 
Last June we saw a great many 
little fellows hanging on the butcher’s meat 
book*, price $13 each. 
J. Harris, near Roch­ 
ester, writes: "We have Just killed one of 
our grade Cotswold Merino lamb*, not seven 
months old. 
He weighed alive 90 pound*. T 
The blood weighed 2 1-2 lbs.; offal, 21 ll.-!.; 
skin and feet, IK Uh. ; waste, 1-2 lit.; carcass, 
54 lbs. 
Is not that a pretty good lamb from a 
common Merino ewe, that costs only *2.10 ? I 
raised T I such lambs front co ewes, and was 
foolish enough to sell 70 of them to the butch­ 
er in July,most of them better than this one.— 
Unless a farmer raises very early lambs, ami 
bas good opportunities for disposing of them 
to Hie (test advantage, it will pay latter to 
keep them—if they are kept well and are of 
the right kind. 
I think I never saw belter 
wooled sheep in my life than those grade Cots- 
wold Merino*. 
They are covered with wool 
from Hie nose to the toes. 
I am 111011111x1 to 
think that in our climate, and for ordinary 
farm management, these grade sheep will 
prove more profitable than the pure long-wool- 
ed sheep. 
Tile latter require better treatment 
than ordinary farmer* are willing to bestow, 
If they were prepared to give the requisite 
feed and care, no sheep, where money is in de­ 
mand, would pay so well. 
But they certainly 
will not bear neglect as well us Merinos, Tim­ 
id Into of all good stock. 
It is a truth which 
farmers need to know and (eel aiel act upon. 
These grade CoUwokl-Meriuo sheep require 
better treatment than Merinos, but nothing 
that any farmer cannot readily bestow without 
changing hi* rotation or management. 
I' is 
easy to produce such heavy iamb* if the ewes 
are fed well during the winter and spring.

“ Long live the K ing.”

a new one, aud there is no practical 
loss. 
I t is not felt by the people, nor 
more than formally mourned. 
B ut when a man like Professor 
M orse dies it loaves a vacuum novel 
filled. Au inventor’s place can never bi 
m ade good. 
O thers follow with othoi 
inventions, but people feel that the 
possibilities of his brain have never 
b ien carried out and the public lim- 
been correspondingly at loss. 
I lit 
inventions th at ho has perfected bt 
those dearest aud most precious o 
investm ents—the best years 
of ti 
m an’s life, the toil, brain-work, fight­ 
ing 
against crow ding 
discourage­ 
ments, force, energy, perseverance, 
pluck,—go on benefitting the commu 
nitv, the state, the nation, the world 
at every moment, and their influent’! 
as well as their b en efits never die. 
In Samuel F. IL Morse the world 
had its m ost conspicuous, most hon­ 
ored, most useful specimen of met; 
who seize an idea and through lone 
years of steady toil and fighting 
against despair, bring it to a trium ph­ 
ant realization. 
It is his own inven­ 
tion, which has grown in per et iou 
and utility with the years, which will 
carry the news of his death sim ulta­ 
neously to all peoples, and bring a 
touch of 
sorrow 
to 
everybody’s 
thoughts. 
The story of M orse’s niece ss i. 
well-known, but it is a most rem ark­ 
able record of perseverance under 
m ost discouraging circum stances aud 
obstacles calculated to dishearten an} 
but the most unflinching spirit. 
The 
idea of transm itting nu-sages by 
electricity was born in M orse’s mind 
in 1832, but it took innum erable ex­ 
perim ents and unw earying applica­ 
tion for eleven long years to bring it 
to even tho borders of uuccess. 
Tin 
appropriation by Congress was ac­ 
cidental and by a m ajority of on’} 
eix. 
In 1844 tho fir*! nit;- -age was 
aent, und though imperfect it estab­ 
lished the feasibility of tho project.— 
A fter Morse had fought his invention 
to successful use, ho had to fight bis 
right to the idea, but he finally over­ 
came everything, aud the whole world 
not only acknowledged his rights, but 
also expressed it s sense of gratitude in 
no stinted measure. N ations and sove­ 
reigns have vied with each other in 
heaping honors upon him, and - bow­ 
ered tokens of distinction in his lap. 
Tho representatives of ten nations 
assembled at P aris and voted him a 
money testim onial of four hundred 
thousand francs. 
Prussia, A ustria. 
W urtcm berg, France, Denmark, Spain, 
and a host of others decorated him 
with the badges of their most distin­ 
guished orders of m erit; while his 
nam e was spoken with gratitude by 
men of nearly every race. 
We are also indebted to Professor 
M orse for the subm arine cable, br 
having dem onstrated the feasibility oi 
it by the success of a short line, but 
it required the energy of Field to 
bring this to a practical conclusion. 
W hen such men as Morse die the 
world has cause to mourn. 
It could 
never repay him w hat his invention 
cost him in precious years, in energy 
I t can only hold in endearing affec­ 
tion his memory forever.
